MINT HX&MINEKS 


Mr. Gage, Secretary of the Treasury, 


has appointed B. F. Butler, Joseph 
Firebaugh and W. A. Lamson, Com- 
missioners to make the annual ex- 
amination of the United States mints 
at Carson, Nev., and San Francisco, 
Cal. Mr. Butler ia an officer of the 
Mint Bureau, Mr. Lamson lives in 
Chicago, and Mr. Firobaugh lives iu 
the southern part of Illinois. 


One of the three commissioners, pre- 


sumably knows something about mint 
affairs, the others, it is assumed, do 
not. MS they are private citizens. That 
hov.ever, does not seem to make any 
difference. The Carson Mint has been 
examined annually since it was estab- 
lished, and three years ago when the 
present incumbents took office, the ex- 
aminers sent here by the Governmeni 
gave the retiring officers a clearance 
card and reported everything straight 


The new officers 
discovered that 


their predecessors bad been system 
atically robbing the Government foi 
years, and that crookedness had been 
the rule in the mint under the preced- 
ing administration. For making this 
discovery the new officials were de 
nounced by the gold press of the State 
and a combined and determined effor 
was made to make it appear that th 
new officers were thieves and were re 
sponsible for the $75,000 stolen from 
the mint.
